Nawe let vs returne vnfo the fourth 
pointe,concerning the cauſes which map 
mone vs vnto Repenfance,Yerein Jhaue 
obſeraed nine eſpeciall thinges, Firſt, the 
great mercie of God, leadeth vs vnfo Re- 
pentaunce. As Rom. 2. The bonntifulneſſe 
of God leadetb vs vnfo Repentance, ſapth 
the Apaſtle.God doth continually followe 
bs with his mercies and benefites , both 
concerning our ſoules t bodies, wee haue 
no god thinge which wee hane not recer⸗ 
ned at his hands, we hold all that we haue 


him, and to him wee are beholding foz 
all, Great is his mercie to warde our bo- 
dies, but much greater towardes our ſou · 
48, and euer ie mercie and benefit, eyther

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here below, this calleth vs fo Repentance: 
the Dunne, the Poone, and the Starres, 
calleth vs to Repenfance. The birdes of 
the ay2e,the fiſhes of the Sea, t the kruites 
of the yearth crie out vpon vs, both loude, 
and ſh:ill: Repent, repent, All creatures 
mooue vs to Kepentaunce. Dur creation 
calleth,our redemption crieth, our ſandifis 
cation knocketh, and our Clection moo- 
ueth fo Repenfaunce.

Secondlp, the iudgements of God moue 
vs vnto repentance, foꝛ al p thunderbolts, 
plagues, and puniſhments which God hath 
thꝛowen downe vppon obllinate ſinners, 
from the beginning ol p world, are ſo mas 
nie warning perces vnto vs, to awake vs 
out of the dead ſlzpe of ſinne, t to pꝛick vs 
fo Repentaunce.As in the 1. Cor. 10. When 
the Apoſtle hath cited diners greate iudge⸗ 
mentes of God againſt the olde Iſraelites

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Th heconcludeth : now all theſe things came 
vey bnto them foꝛ examples, and were wzitte 
tu admoniſhe vs, vppon whome the endes

Thirdly, the woꝛd of God haleth vs to 
repentance, Foz as God in olde time ſent 
his Pꝛophets both early and late, fo call 
ve rebellious Jewes to Kepentaynce : ſo 


ider how much time they haue miſpent⸗ 
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he ſendeth abꝛoad his pꝛeachers, and meſs 
ſengers in thoſe dates, to ſounde vp th 
trumpe of his woꝛd, ⁊ to ring the ſweet bel 
of Aaron ęmongſt the to awake the to re⸗ 
pentance,but aias how lightly are they re 
garded? Who heareth their voice 2 But 
ſurely this is the laſt remedie 5 God hath 
apointed, x if this wil not moue vs fo re- 
pentance,if this wil not cure vs, then are 
we altogether vncurable. 

Fourthly,the infinite number of ſinnes 
we haue committed, ought to be ſomanis 
ſpurres in our ſides fo pꝛicke vs to repety 
taunce. It is ſufficient ſaith Saint Peter, 
that we haue (pct the time paſt of our life 
after the luſtes of the Gentiles , walking 
in wantonneſle, luſtes, dzunkennes,glut- 
tonie, dꝛinkinges, and abominable Jdola 
fries, Thcrfoze it is time now to repent, 
Oh that men would loke backe to them⸗ 
ſelues, and conſider themſelues as they 
were foꝛtie, thirtie, twentie, oz ten reares 
ago. Oh that they would call to mind then 
open & ſeci et ſins, # me thinketh it ſhould 
make their heart bleed within their belly 
to thinke vpon them, Oh Þ they wonld coil 
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many good things they haue neglec⸗ 
ned, and altogether omitted. 
Fiktly, the ſhoꝛztneſſe of our life calleth 
tarneſtly vpon vs to repent, The time ol 


our life is ſixtie peares, t ten, 4 if thep bee 
| offfrength eightie yceres, yet the ſtrength 


is but labour and ſozrowe , ſoit is cut off 
quickly, and we flie away ſaith the Pꝛo⸗ 
phet Dauid, we haue ſpent our peres as a 
thought, Therefoze he addeth, Teach vs 
to number our dayes, that wee may apply 
our heartes vnto wiſdome. Dur life foz 
the ſhoztneſle and inconſtancie of it in the 
ſcripfare is compared fo graſſe, to a va- 
pour to ſmoke, and to a Meauers ſhuftle 
which glideth away ſwiffly, Euen ſo the 
daies of man paſſe away no man knoweth 
how, Man is of ſho2t continuaunte ſaith 
Job, x full of trouble. Experience teacheth, 
that to day a man lo moꝛobwe none. Hence 
away we mult al, here is no abiding place 
fo; vs, how ſone we know not. Therefoze 
let vs repent. 

Sirtly, the (mall number of thoſe which 
thal be ſaued:ought to thꝛuſt vs foꝛ ward to 
repentance, Striue to enter in at the nar⸗ 
$0 gate, foz many J ſay vnto a” 


wwe — all theſe things muſt be difſol u 
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fee fo enter in, and ſhal not be able ſak 
Thailte Luke, 13. 24. And in an other 
place he ſaith.the gate is ſtraight, andthe 
way narrowe that leadeth vnto life, 
fewe there be that finde it. A men wou 
conſider of this, it would make them loke 
better about them, and trie with them ſel; 
ues, whether they be of that ſmall number 
02 no. 

Seuenthly, Death thꝛeatneth vs, wh 
is very terrible to the fleſh, and the remem 
bꝛaunte of it very bitter to a man that i 
ſouſed , and ſoked in the pleaſures of th 
wozide.3t flattereth no man, it regardel 
not perions, it weigheth not friendſhip, if 
careth not foꝛ rewardes , it is very grim, 
vglie, and cruel, and killeth downe right
